From theories on the right and wrong 
of suicide, the members of the Clotho Club, 
& woman's organization for the study of 
Social subjects, have been brought to face 
the question in its practical form by the 
self-inflicted death of Mre. Addie M. John- 
gon, one of their number. 

Their answer to the question has been 
that Mrs. Johnson did right in ending her 
life. 

At a momorial meeting held by Mrs. 
Johnson's friends Wednesday afternoon, the 
cinb presented resolutions justifying Mrs. 
Johnson's act, and one of its members read 
®& poem on suicide which had been a favor- 
ite with the club's late leader. 


MRS. JOHNSON’S VIEWS. 


Mra. Johnson's views on suicide became 
known to her fellow clubwomen six months 
ago. At the club's meeting in March, occa- 
fion arising foc remarks on sulcide, she 
had declared her thankfulness that she was 
@ble to end her existence whenever she 
Became a burden on others. 

Mrs. Johnscn ended her life early on 
the morning of Sept. 8 by applying choloro- 
form-soaked handkerchiefs to her face at 
her home, 5711 Bartmer avenue. 

In one of the letters which she left, «he 
asked that all unnecessary expenses at her 
funeral be avoided. 


MRS. FERGUSON’S DEFENSE. 


In a letter to Coroner Funkhouser she 
made explicit requests regarding the care 
and shipment of her body. To Mrs. G. L. 
Werth, her close personal! friend, she left 


iréctions for the carry!ing-on of the work of 
the Miseour! Equal Suffrage Association of 
which she was president. A letter was alse 
left for her husband, Attorney E. P. John- 
gon, relating to household matters. 
Circumstances of her life known only 
to her close friends caused them to hold 
that her act was committed with unselfish 
Purpose and sane impulses. When published 
accounts of her death hinted that her mind 
had been unbalanced, her qub associates 
Gecided that it was their duty to contradict 
the assertions of what they considered, at 
the best, a mistaken kindness.

Hecht, through his at- 
torney, George W. Lubke, Jr., pleaded that 
section 6146, Revised Statutes, 1889, of the 
State of Missouri, gave farmers the right 
to sell their produce from wagons in St. 
Louis without paying a city license. 

Judge Tracy fined flecht $25. hoiding that 
farmers must comply with the city ordi- 
nance and secure a city license before they 
attempt to peddle produce in town. 

Any other interpretation of the law, the 
judge said, would discriminate against the 
city hawker, who must be licensed. 

Attorney Lubke filed notice of appeal and 
the case will be tried on appeal before 
Judge Clark. In the event of an adverse 
fecision Mr. Lubke states that he will car- 
ry his “‘fifteen cents’ worth o'' tomatoes” 
cause to the court of appeals and have the 
“bigwigs'’ pase upon it.

These are the two essential considerations to be kept in view 
in any filtration plan. 

Severdl contractors are bidding for the work, but al! contain 
provision for private ownership for a term of years at the leest. 

No deparcure from the settled policy of the’ c'ty should be per- 
mitted. The waterworks were built and are owned by the c'ty. 
The system of municipal ownership has worked wel and is sat's- 
jactory to the taxpayers. To admit a private interest, even the 
most trifling, is to admit the entering wedge which will be driven 
in and sooner or later destroy the municipal system. 

The filtration plant must be built, owned and operated by the 
city. No step backward toward the dark ages will be permitted. 

Concerning the use of drugs it need only be sa'd that clearness 
purchased at the cost of wholesomeness is not des'rable. C'ear 
water, yes, but {t must bo free from invisible impurities which 
will endanger the public health. 

Clearness and purity—these are the objects to be attained by a 
municipally bullt and owned filtration plant.

PEARY'’S BRAVE ATTEMPT. 

After the news of the Ziegier-Baldwin fiasco, Lieut, Peary’s 
report of his attempt to reach the po'e is in‘eresting. In sep'te 
ef the fact that he came short of Abruzzi’s record by neary 1:0 
miles, one feels that his expedition did honest work and is en- 
titled to great credit for the scientific and practical experience 
it fas gained for future explorers’ profit. 

Abruzzi got within 276 miles of the pole, measuring on a meridi- 
an. Peary was compelled to turn back with a gap of about /0) 
miles stilt unbridge’d. And the nature of the earth’s surface 
on these high regions makes the work of each expedition practi- 
cally a new work. Traveling over vast fields of alternate open 
water and ice floes, the newcomer can hardly look for ald from any 
traces of former expeditions. It is, indeed, rema-k-b'e that 
Peary should now be able to bring back to civilization instru- 
ments and books left in the Arctic circle by Greely in 1833. 

Although each new expedition must rely upon itself and do its 
work Independently, there is inspiration in the reoord already 
made. We may say that there ils but a @stance of about 300 
miles between the outposts of the known and that mys'er'ous 
spot where the geographer’s meridians meet and the earth's 
axis ends. Who will make this 3%-mile trip? It may man a 
thousand miles of painful wanderings. Yet it cannot be many 
years unt!) the mystery shall be cleared up. A practical airship 
would do the work tn a few hours after being shipped to a point 
near that attained by Peary or Abrugsi.

The expeditions that explor~d the great- 
est area of Arctic territory were not ez- 
ploring expeditions at all—they were relief 


tions, sent out to succor unfortunates 
whose strength and endurance were broken 
by the hardships that fell upon them. Their 
labors were incessant and proces ed. Their 
achievements prove that humanity itself, 
and not geography or science, is the 
eat incentive to human endeavor. It was 
Sympathy for poor Franklin that first led

WHILE FAMILY SLEPT 


LAWYERS, HOUSE 


Unidentified Persons Explod- 
ed 25 Pounds of Powder 
Under It. 


ATTORNEY AND MRS. BARNES 
WERE NOT INJURED. 


Motive for Murderous Early Morning 
Attack That Has Startled the 
Citizens of Lacon, IIll., Is 
Not Known. 


Special to the Post-Dispateb. 

LACON, Ill, Sept. 19.—An attempt was 
made to blow up the home of Attorney R. 
M Barnes with the evident intention of 
murdering him and his wife, who were 
asleep, about 2 o’clock this morning. 

Mrs. Barnes was awakened by the ex- 
called to her husband, who 
was already partly aroused, that the house 
had been biown up. 

Mr. Barnes grabbed his revolver and ran 
out on the porch, but was instantly en- 
veloped by a cloud of smoke, which ren- 
dered it imposs.ble to see five feet. 

A hurried examination disclosed the shat- 
tered remnants of a powder can and the 
smouldering parts of a gunny sack, 

The can, containing 25 pounds of powder, 
uccording to the town police, had been 
placed under the bay window on the west 
side of the house and a time fuse attached. 

The culprit had evidently intended to 
place the explosive near the room oc- 
cupied by Mr. and Mrs. Barnes, but was 
not familiar with the plans of the house 
as he got it under the parlor window. 

There was enough of it to have wrecked 
the house had it been properly used. 

The building was blackened by the ex- 
plosion to a heighth of ten or twelve feet 
and several feet wide. A peculiar feature 
was that tue bay window was not broken, 
although the force against it must have 
been terrific. 

Mr. Barnes immediately telephoned to 
Sheriff Hoard, who quickly responded and 
an effort was made to capture the offender. 
They traced the footprints from the wagon 
gate, entering the Barnes place straight 
down Sixth street to the electr.c light 
house. As the path divides there, they 
lost it, but on going up and down the rail- 
road track, they again found the foot- 
rints at Campbell's elevator and traced 
t up to the place of the explosion. The 
police say the culprit probably started from 
this place to the scene of the crime. 

The tracks all the way up were those of 
a natural gait and were such on returning 
until they reached Washington _ street, 
where they were fully four feet apart, 
showing that he had run part of the way. 
Bloodhounds were telegraphed for, but they 
could not be secured. 

It is the supposition of the police that 
the man crossed the river in a skiff. 

From the river, there is a well defined 
trail to Sparland and it looks lke he 
came from that place. 

Excitement runs high. There is no known 
motive for the attempt upon Mr. Barnes.

After a struggle to escape, both men lost 
their lives. 

Becker hreld an accident insurance policy 
for 1400. The company refused to pay the 
amount, and the admin strator enters suit 
in the contention that Becker's death was 
the result of an accident such as comes 
within the terms of the policy.

Campaign of Construction 
Launched Today. 


A campaign for new street construction, 
with 100 miles of street building next year 
as its object, was launched Friday morn- 
ing at the first meeting of the street com- 
mittee of the Board of Public Improve- 


ments. 

This year, for the first time, the board 
has the benefit of the charter amendments 
to aid it in an early start on the prepara- 
tion of ordinances. 

For the year 192, the record 
building has been 19 miles, as 
with 14 miles the year before.
